SOCIETY HOLDS SOOTH MEETING

On January 17, 27 members of 
the prestigious New Jersey 
Numismatic Society assembled 
for the 500th meeting of the 
organization. The Helen Chase 
Memorial Room at the Madison 
New Jersey Public Library was the 
scene of the historic session. 

The December 1933 issue of The 
Numismatist reported the very first 
meeting of the Society, held in Oc¬ 
tober with seven members present 
under the guidance of Charles Net- 
tleship who had laid the ground¬ 
work for the organization. Mr. Net- 
tleship, elected first president of 
the Society is now in his mid¬ 
eighties and living in Tuscon, 
Arizona. 

Current president, Harry 
Rescigno is an expert on Colonial 
coppers, hard times tokens and old 
auction catalogs. He has con¬ 
tributed a number of articles to 
“Pennywise,” the official newslet¬ 
ter of the Early American Coppers 
Society founded by another NJNS 
member, Herb Silberman, a past 
president of the NJNS, Silberman 
co-authored a difinitive study of 
copper cents and half cents with 
Dr. Warren Lappe. 

The membership of the NJNS 
shows a cross section of 
numismatic interests with many 
nationally known authors, dealers, 
contributors and specialists. 
George Wait, noted authority on 
paper money wrote the book on 
“New Jersey’s Money,” a massive 
volume written as a bicentennial 
project for the Newark Museum 
tracing New Jersey money from

wampum, beaver skins and tobac¬ 
co to currency after the Civil War. 

The program for the 500th 
meeting was presented by past 
president Ernest Keusch who 
related the story of the United 
States Assay Commission 
established in 1793 by George 
Washington and ended in 1977 by 
Jimmy Carter. Keusch illustrated 
his talk with Assay Medal No. 1 
and No. 120 with eighteen 
specimens in between. 

Mr. Keusch is listed as a con¬ 
tributor to the J. Hewitt Judd book 
United States Pattern, Experimen¬ 
tal and Trial Pieces as an expert on 
twenty-cent pattern coins. He is 
also interested in Sutler tokens. 

Robert Schoenwalter is an 
authority on the coins of ancient 
Greece and Carl Rosenblum keeps 
the society informed on the coins 
and currency of Palestine and 
Israel. 

In 1958 the organization 
celebrated its 25th Anniversary 
with a dinner at the Robert Treat 
Hotel in Newark and past presi¬ 
dent Bill Selfridge proudly exhibited 
a copy of the soup-to-nuts menu he 
supervised as chairman of the 
event. Bill just served as co- 
chairman for his eleventh “Interna¬ 
tional Coin Convention” at the 
Sheraton Centre in New York City. 
He is an authority on Spanish Col¬ 
onial coinage. 

James Brown was recording 
secretary for the NJNS for more 
than 20 years for which he was 
given “honorary” membership 
status. He served in the same 
capacity for many other coin clubs 
at the same time. Brown has been 
ill for many months but is on the 
road to recovery and expects to 
resume his business of selling 
numismatic books at his shop in 
Newark. 

Three members of the NJNS 
have served on the U.S. Assay 
Commission. Founder Charles 
Nettleship served in 1937, Past 
president Vernon Brown in 1942 
and Joseph Litvany in 1965. 

William Christensen conducts a 
coin auction business from 
Madison established by his father, 
the late Henry Christensen. Bill at¬ 
tends NJNS monthly meetings 
when time permits between auc¬ 


tions.

- Send in releases that are writ¬ 
ten specifically for NJNJ. Some 
clubs simply put NJNJ on their 
general mailing list - and send in 
general club notices, apparently 
expecting someone on NJNJ to 
rewrite them.

COINS REWARDING 


VATICAN

VATICAN COINS can be one of 

the most rewarding pursuits in the 
reaim of coin coiiecting. 

It’s a fascinating area of study 
because - when done with a iove 
for history as a background - the 
student can go down roads of 
enormous depth. 

It can take in the eariiest days of 
Christianity, the rise and fall of the 
Hoiy Roman Empire, the Reforma¬ 
tion and Counter Reformation,, 
saints and emperors, good guys 
and bad. 

Just as you don’t have to be 
Jewish to enjoy the study of 
shekeis or German to appreciate 
the study of taiers, you don’t have 
to be a Roman Cathoiic to study 
Vatican coins. And, this being a 
Hoiy Year adds zest to the pursuit. 

FOR THOSE who wouid take the 
first step down 
the road, the in- 
itiai journey was 
made a little 
easier recently 
thanks to a talk 
by Dr. Thomas F. 

Fitzgerald, presi¬ 
dent of the Num¬ 
ismatic Associa¬ 
tion of Southern 
California. 

The talk was 
given at the an- thomas f. 
nual meeting of Fitzgerald 
the Society for Medieval 
Numismatics. The meeting was 
held in conjunction with the 
eleventh annual International 
Numismatic Convention in New 
York. 

In a remarkably simple way, and 
with the help of color slides, Fit¬ 
zgerald encouraged the would-be 
student of Vatican coins to press 
on despite an understandable 
bewilderment of where to start and 
a lack of any real knowledge in 
Latin, Italian, French or German. 

Rather than be overwhelmed by 
trying to study “The Vatican,” Fit¬ 
zgerald suggested that the novice 
Vatican collector start out on a 
single pope, incident or period and 
build on that knowledge or make 
that your entire area of study. 

Also, while some gold and rare 


coins cost thousands of dollars, a 
rather nice collection can be 
gathered at reasonable prices. 

VATICAN COINAGE covers a 
long period of Western civilization. 

The first true Vatican coinage 
appears to have been struck during 
the reign of Adian I, who served 
from 722 to 795. The coins con¬ 
tinued to be produced until 1040, 
when the Roman Senate took over 
minting and were resumed in the 
1500s. 

Unlike some of the more ex¬ 
quisite pieces at later times, the 
earlier pieces were crudely hand 
struck and primitive in imagery, 
with the wording more than the im¬ 
age telling the beholder that he 
was looking at a coin of impor¬ 
tance. 

Fitzgerald refers to the early im¬ 
agery as “stick figures” or line 
drawings. 

One possible area for the novice 
collector to consider is that of 
coins showing how the Vatican us¬ 
ed specific, different and, in time, 
multiple symbols on its coins. 

The papal miter, a common sign 
of office, came into use relatively 
early on Vatican coinage. 

Cross keys also are part of early 
coinage and were used by the 
popes to declare their authority 
over earthly and church matters, 
particularly as they began to 
assume a dual role of pope and, in 
fact if not word, king. 

Saints, such as John and Peter, 
were depicted as were the patron 
saints of towns where the coins 
were struck. 

ASSUMING THAT the student 
will deal not only with the coins 
but the events that shaped them, 
he or she will find plenty to 
research from the time when the 
power of the papacy gained, stret¬ 
ched across much of the then 
known world and then contracted. 

In time, coats of arms were add¬ 
ed to more churchly symbols and 
some of the more powerful 
families of Europe added a par¬ 
ticular relative-pope’s coat of arms 
to the family’s heraldry. 

As mentioned, one of the more 
direct ways of collecting is to seek 
out a pope who lived during a 
specific time, such as during 
what’s often called the period of 


the Babylonian Captivity. 

“Urban the Fifth was the last 
pope before the roof fell in,” Fit¬ 
zgerald said, adding that the coin 
of Clement VII of Avignon, who 
some call an anti-pope, is one of 
the rare and more sought-after 
pieces. 

One of the difficulties in getting 
started in Vatican coin collecting 
is the lack of scholarly books or ar¬ 
ticles in English on the subject. 

Much can be learned from 
general history books. But, in 
preparing this article, this writer 
found “The Beauty and Lore of 
Coins, Currency and Medals” by 
Elvira and Vladimir Clain-Sefanelli, 
curators of Numismatics at the 
Smithsonian Institution, helpful. It 
was published by Riverwiid 
Publishers, Croton-On-Hudson, 
New york, in 1974. 

THE WORK tells us that Vatican 
coinage reached spectacular 
heights of design from the 
mid-1600s to the mid-1700s, or 
from Urban III to Clement XII, with 
the popes issuing many gold and 
silver pieces. 

Three of the more gifted artisans 
were Giovanni Bernini, who advis¬ 
ed the Vatican to install more effi¬ 
cient hydraulic presses, Gaspare 
Mola, and the Bavarian engraver 
Alberto Hamerani, who establish¬ 
ed an artistic dynasty which serv¬ 
ed 13 popes in the course of five 
successive generations. 

One of Alberto’s more magnifi¬ 
cent pieces was a 1672 silver 
scudo showing a view of the har¬ 
bor ofCivitavecchia rebuilt by Cle¬ 
ment X. 

Aside from numismatic beauty, 
Vatican coinage has something 
else going for it that should appeal 
to the would-be collector who is 
hesistant about entering “foreign” 
areas of coin study because of 
possible language difficulties. 

Because so much of our 
language has its roots in Latin, the 
words, statements and biblical 
quotations found on the Vatican 
coinage are often easily 
decipherable. Or, when that fails, 
the imagery often gives a broad 
hint of what the words say, such as 
with the Hebrews gathering “man-

Horton Announces 
Board Candidacy 

William Horton, Jr. of Franklin, 
N.J. has announced his candidacy 
for seat No. 1 on the American 
Numismatic Association Board of 
Governors. 

Horton, 31, is ANA life member 
No. 2068 and co-founded the 
Garden State Numismatic 
Association in 1975. He served as 
its president until 1979. 

He was recently elected presi¬ 
dent of the Great Eastern 
Numismatic Association and is 
also president of the Sussex Coun¬ 
ty Coin Club. He currently serves 
on the Society of Paper Money Col¬ 
lectors Board of Governors and 
has been an ANA district represen¬ 
tative since 1976. 

Horton has also held the follow¬ 
ing positions; president of the 
Monmouth County Coin Club 
(1974-75), Hazlet Coin Club (1976) 
and the Currency Club of Chester 
County, Pa. (1977); treasurer of the 
Monmouth club (1973); GENA 
Board of Governors member 
(1979-80); ANA club representative 
for the Hazlet Coin Club, Mid¬ 
dlesex Coin Club and currently for 
the Sussex County Coin Club; 
general chairman of the GENA 
convention for 1981-83; and a 
member of the 1982 ANA audit 
committee. 

He was named “Numismatist of 
the Year” by the Middle Atlantic 
Numismatic Association in 1975 
and ’79 and by GENA in 1975. 

Horton has given over 30 educa¬ 
tional presentations to coin clubs 
or groups, and was recognized by 
the ANA on two occasions with 
special educational awards for giv¬ 
ing 10 or more presentations to 
ANA member clubs. 

His paper money exhibits have 
been displayed at national, 
regional, state and local shows 
since 1972 and have won more 
than 140 awards. 

He currently holds memberships 
in 16 organizations. 

Horton listed four points as his 
campaign platform: “1 - As a 
member of the 1982 audit commit¬ 
tee, our report should be followed 
to cut cost. As a governor 1 would 
try to enforce that report. 2 - To try 
to streamline the day-to-day opera¬ 
tions of the ANA staff at head-

quarters and convention. 3 - Con¬ 
tinuation of open board meetings. 
4 - Improve the quality of our ex¬ 
hibit awards.” 

Horton will be seeking one of 
two board seats that will not be 
sought by an incumbant. The other 
is seat No. 3 

Current board members Chuck 
O’Donnell and Florence Schook 
will seek the ANA vice presidency. 
Current vice president Q. David 
Bowers will run unopposed for 
president. Current president Adna 
Wilde will not run for a board seat. 

Seeking reelection to the board 
seats they currently hold will be 
Grover Criswell (No. 4) and Kurt 
Krueger (No. 2). Governors elected 
in the last election were Harry X.

Vatican Coins From Page 10 
na” or Peter helping the poor. 

Things are even simpler with the 
earlier Vatican coinage, such as in 
the case of the letter “R” meaning 
Rome and the doubling of the let¬ 
ter “P,” meaning “Patri Patri” or 
“Father of Fathers.” 


ANA OFFERS 
SOUVENIR CARD 


In 1981 when the ANA in¬ 
vestigated various fund raising 
ideas to help underwrite the cost 
of the new headquarters facility, a 
souvenir card featuring a construc¬ 
tion scene was suggested. 

The idea came easier than fin¬ 
ding an appropriate note to 
reproduce. After several weeks of 
research, we found that the 
original plates for the $10 note of 
the Artisan Bank of Trenton, New 
Jersey were extant in the archives 
of the American Bank Note Com¬ 
pany. This particular note depicted 
a mechanic and a ship building 
scene, both apropos to the pur¬ 
pose of the souvenir card. 

The Artisan bank was typical of 
many that were organized during 
the decade before the Civil War. 
The bank was in existence for only 
one year. Few financial records re¬ 
main, but it is known that the bank 
produced notes in five different 
denominations. 

A total of 5,000 souvenir cards 
dubbed, “Swap Ten,” were pro¬ 
duced making it one of the 
smallest issues of souvenir cards 
available to collectors. The cards, 
reproduced in the original two- 
color combination, were not sold 
to collectors but “swapped” for a 
$10 donation to the ANA building 
fund. No receipt was given for 
these donations, the card acting 
as the receipt itself. 

I am writing all ANA members in 
New Jersey because of the special 
interest that they might have in 
this New Jersey note. Not enough 
cards remain to make an offering 
to the entire membership.

Not unlike numerous other banks that were organized during the decade or so before the Civil War, the 
Artisan Bank, Trenton, N.J., was short-lived (1857-1858) and left almost no record. Its five denominations 
of bank notes were produced by Danforth, Wright & Company, one of the prominent engraving firms that 
eventually merged to form the American Bank Note Company, printer of this replica from the original plate. 
The vignettes on the notes tend to refer to craftsmen, such as the mechanic and shipbuilders on this $10 note. 
These references to building are fitting on this souvenir receipt to a donor for a $10 contribution to the 
American Numismatic Association building fund of 1981.

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Collections Need Protection

ONCE UPON a time within the 
memory of many of us, kitchen 
doors were left open even when no 
one was at home; houses of wor¬ 
ship were virtually never closed, 
and collectors kept their coins at 
home, ready at a moment’s notice 
to show them off. 

Then, something happened to 
our society. Locks appeared 
everywhere. And the collector, 
unless he was extremely foolish, 
not only turned to first-line security 
gadgets - dead bolts and window 
jams, for example - but other 
safeguards as well. Unlisted 
phones, post office mail boxes and 
vicious dogs became popular. 

Stories appear in the press fre¬ 
quently on how to protect the 
home against break-ins, but all but 
the most naive collector knows the 
bank safe deposit box is where 
coins should be kept. 

Even so, there are always those 
days when coins have to be kept at 
home for sale, trade or exhibit, and 
that’s when collectors may wish 
they had purchased two other 
safeguards - home safes and elec¬ 
tronic sensoring devices. 

LET’S TALK about safes first. 

Ed Roskelly of Bullet Lock, with 
stores in Asbury Park and Long 
Branch, New Jersey, urges collec¬ 
tors to visit recognized locksmith 
shops before making a decision on 
buying a safe, as it will be a long¬ 
term investment and there are lots 
of safekeeping devices on the 
market. 

Essentially, the would-be pur¬ 
chaser will have two main shop¬ 
ping paths to chose from - one is 
the money or anti-burglary chest, 
made of thick steel and strong 
locking bolts; the other is what 
may be called record safes, which 
offer protection from fire and some 
resistance to the amateur burglar. 

A number of factors will go into 
what avenue the collector goes 
down. His or her own personal 
wealth and the worth of the collec¬ 
tion are some of the things that 
must be resolved. 

AT THE VERY least the record 
safe, primarily designed for the 
storage of papers, should have a 


one-hour fire resistance rating and 
an Underwriters’ Laboratories (UL) 
label attesting to the same. (You 
also may get an insurance break if 
the safe has a combination lock 
rather than a key-locking device.) 

The rating system for record 
safes generally ranges from A to D, 
an indication of the construction 
design in relation to degrees of 
protection from heat. An A rating is 
the highest and D is most often ap¬ 
plied to filing cabinets. 

Impact and explosion durability 
are other record safe factors you’ll 
want to ask dealers about because 
both hazards are often present 
when there’s a fire. Impact comes 
into play when, say the floor gives 
way and the safe goes tumbling 
down to the basement. 

Also, while the need for a 
trustworthy locking system is ob¬ 
vious, the would-be purchaser also 
will want to learn all he or she can 
about the safe’s insulation system 
and its ability to withstand heat. 

WHILE YOU don’t expect a safe 
to melt under fire conditions, a 
build-up of heat within the safe 
itself could actually cause paper 
money, for example, to char, and 
damage the surface of coins. 

To guard against that, some 
safes have a water jacket or 
chemical to act as a heat barrier 
between external and internal con¬ 
ditions. Usually they’re good for 
just one such disaster. Then they 
have to be replaced. 

Also, it should be kept in mind 
that humidity can build up within 
safes unless precautions are taken 
to periodically dry them out. 
Humidity and coins don’t go 
together. 

As with any other products, safe 
prices increase with sturdiness. In 
very, very rough terms, the pricing 
levels go from about $191, to $225, 
to $1,395 and $6,000 and upwards 
as the buyer moves up to different 
standards and sizes. 

In preparing this article, this 
writer felt that one safe locker or 
cabinet seemed to have a lot going 
for it in terms of what a collector 
could use. It was a Pistol Packer, 
manufactured by American 
Securities, and retailing for about 
$225. Actually designed for 
treasured pistols, its cushioned 


shelving appeared well designed 
for coins, too. That’s only my opi¬ 
nion, of course. 

AS WITH safes, electronic 
devices come in a variety of op¬ 
tions and stanards. 

Both Bob Orthouse of C.W.R. 
Security Systems, Inc., Route 71, 
Manasquan, N.J. and Tom Jones 
of Intertek Security System, Main 
St., Toms River, N.J., tend to agree 
that ’’ballpark” figures for securing 
an average home would be be¬ 
tween about $1,200 and $2,000 
depending on the number of rooms 
to be protected and the degree of 
protection. 

Jones noted that the amount of 
in-wall wiring required and con¬ 
trols affect price. 

Asked about the proliferating 
of outfits offering security 
systems. Orthouse said it’s impor¬ 
tant for the public to know that in¬ 
stalling a security arrangement re¬ 
quires more expertise than 
someone “who just has a stapling 
gun and a roll of wire.” 

The installer has to “think like a 
burglar, have the right equipment 
to do the job and know how to do 
it.” Orthouse said. 

HE URGED would-be customers 
to: 

1. Deal with companies that 
have been around for awhile and 
have permanent business ad¬ 
dresses so you’ll know where to 
find them when you need them. 

2. Deal with someone using 
standardized equipment to keep 
costs down and speed up replace¬ 
ment when a part or parts are need¬ 
ed. 

The three general areas of sen- 
soring devices are ultrasonic, 
microwave and passive infrared, 
with perhaps the first two being 
less stable and, in some cases, 
less saturating than the last. 

Instability could cause alarms to 
go off when they weren’t really 
needed. Price, area and what’s be¬ 
ing protected must be taken into 
consideration when making a deci¬ 
sion as to what to buy. 

Whether the devices emit sound 
or light or send an impulse to a 
police station or other security 
center - or all three - also are points

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Six Rules To Give You The Investment Edge

I’m asked two questions time 
after time by people seeking an in¬ 
vestment edge to their coliecting. 
The first is: “Where can I get in¬ 
vestment advice?” The second 
question is: “What coins should I 
include in my investment port- 
foiio?” 

As simple as these questions 
sound, they just can’t be answered 
simply. When it comes to investing 
in coins, each of us is different, 
with our own personal budgets and 
financial goals. At the same time, 
however, there are certain basic 
rules that almost all of us would do 
well to follow: 

RULE 1 

Never act as your own 
numismatic expert uniess you tru¬ 
ly are one. It takes years to master 
the nuances and subtleties of just 
grading aione. That, of course, 
doesn’t take into accunt recogniz¬ 
ing opportunities, and buying and 
seliing at precisely the right time. 

Seek out a professional. He 
should be capable of creating your 
portfoiio from the availabiiity of 
coins on the market today. 

Your advisor shouid be a 
numismatist who wili work for your 
goals and your interests. 

RULE 2 

Invest for medium and long 
range profits. Seldom is there 
quick money to be made in rare 
coins. A minimum of three to five 
years must be committed to 
numismatic investments because 
of cyclicai moves. Economic 
cycies have been with us for many 
centuries. But over the past cen¬ 
tury Gem quality coins have 
outperformed coins of iesser quaii- 
ty. Thus the U.S. coin market 
moves in very definite cycies; and 
buying and sailing according to 
cycies can maximize your profits. 

RULE 3 

Invest sparingly in modern 


coins. The majority of recent U.S. 
Proof sets, bags or roiis of copper- 
nickel dimes, quarters and halves, 
etc. are useless when you’re talk¬ 
ing investment. Don’t be misiead 
by full page advertisements 
touting rare finds, etc. The coin 
you should be looking for, and 
which belong in your portfolio can¬ 
not be mass-marketed. You shouid 
demand quality coins with a pro¬ 
ven track record - and modern 
coins regardless of quality or scar¬ 
city, have not had the time to prove 
themseives. 

RULE 4 

Invest in truly scarce coins. Any 

properly graded Gem uncirculated 
Mint state-65 coin, dated in the 
1940’s or earlier, should be looked 
upon as a good potential for future 
growth. The quantity of the invest¬ 
ment grade coin on the market is 
less then 2% of the total coin 
market, making an ideal blue-chip 
area for investment. High-priced 
coins should not account for more 
than 15% of the value of your total 
portfolio. Lower-priced coins have 
a greater demand base than 
higher-priced items and should in¬ 
crease in price more rapidly over a 
period of years. 

During a depressed market cy¬ 
cle (as now), the liquidity of super 
coins becomes low because of 
slack demand. The demand scale 
is greatest for lower-priced coins. 
The higher you go in price, the less 
is demand. 

I’ve met over the years many in¬ 
vestors wanting to invest in coins 
with the idea of a coin investment 
for $5,000, $10,000 or even $50,000. 
This could be one of the worst 
mistakes you can make! It’s not 
enough to diversify within the U.S. 
coin market; you must diversify 
within the market itself. A common 
sense rule of not having all your 
eggs in one basket is sometimes 
overlooked by investors being 
driven by a hard-selling dealer. 

RULE 5 

Don’t spend all your time look¬ 
ing for bargains. One of the most 
abused rules of rare coin investing 
is bargain hunting because it’s the 
American way. Unfortunately, this 
is not a good idea in numismatic 


investing. You can’t bargain for 
quality. You can’t bargain for a 
coin that was removed from the 
stream of circulation and guarded 
by collectors for over 100 years, un¬ 
bruised or marked and with the 
look of a newly-minted coin. You 
can’t bargain for such a coin 
because of the limited availability. 
If anyone tells you otherwise, I 
would question his expertise. 

RULE 6 

Make sure the coins in your port¬ 
folio are a diversified selection. A 

well diversified portfolio should be 
the main objective of the rare coin 
investor. Depending on your 
budget, a foundation portfolio can 
be started for a little as $2500.

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Buy The 1937-S Buffalo 
Nickel and Rolls Of 
1943-D Wartime Nickels 

By Bob Moffatt 

Here are two budget recommen¬ 
dations. The first is the 1937-S Buf¬ 
falo nickei. Look for a Mint State 
65 exampie that is weii struck with 
good iuster. Check the upper por¬ 
tion of the Indian’s hair for the 
telitaie rub; many people overlook 
this spot as one of the high points 
of the coin. This coin has a mint¬ 
age of 5,635,000. One has to go aii 
the way back to the 1932-S to find a 
iesser output. 

In 1976 when Scott came out 
with the second edition of the 
Catalogue and Encyclopedia of 
U.S. Coins, the 1937-S was priced 
at $8.00 in Unc. The 1936-D and 
1936-S coins were priced at $7.00 
in the same grade. Today, “Gray 
Sheet” bid for the “36-D” in MS-65 
is $36.50; for the “36-S” in MS-65, 
bid is $42.00, whiie MS-65 bid for 
the 1937-S is $24.00. From the 
smaii number of nice 1937-S’s i 
have seen avaiiable, i beiieve that 
it shouid be cioser to the 1936 
mint-marked coins in price. 

If you can purchase a nice 
MS-65 coin in the $25 to $30 price 
range i beiieve you are buying a 
coin with a iot of potentiai over the 
next three or four years. 

Roll of 1943-D Wartime Nickels 

My next recommendation is aiso 
from the five-cent series, it is a roli 
of 1943-D Wartime Nickeis. Look 
for a choice roli and inspect all the 
coins (forty of them). The bid price 
for this roll is $110.00, but you may 
have to pay a little more. Again we 
have a case of lower mintage issue 
that was priced higher than all its 


counterparts (except the 1942-S) in 
1976. 

Today only the 1945-S roll, at bid 
of $105.00, is priced lower. This roll 
appears underrated to me at this 
time. If you can buy a choice roll at 
about the bid figure, you will be 
paying less thap^OO a coin. Now 
any coin that you can purchase in 
roll quantities is not a rare coin. 
However, in the next three years I 
believe you will find this part silver 
roll a solid investment item.

Early Type Set 
Recommended - But 
Check It Out With A 
Second Opinion

How is your numismatic health? 

There is plenty of talk about a 
coin market bouncing back to 
health in the near future. With 
some selective buying, I think one 
can make some purchases that 
should turn out to be healthy in¬ 
vestments. 

But I think that a major coin in¬ 
vestment should be approached as 
one would major surgery; get a se¬ 
cond opinion, and third or fourth if 
you feel a need for it - before mak¬ 
ing a final decision. I would even 
propose a second opinion on every 
purchase over $50. 

Dealers Seek Second Opinions 

Dealers seek second opinions 
all the time, before selling as well 
as buying. I have had many a 
dealer ask me for my opinion of a 
coin before going through on a 
transaction. There is no reason 


that collectors should not do the 
same. 

I have a specific recommenda¬ 
tion for investment this month. But 
before you act on it, I urge you to 
seek a second opinion. Ask a 
knowledgeable collector or dealer 
if my recommendation makes 
sense. Double-check my sug¬ 
gested, prices. And if you decide 
you wish to purchase the coins, 
get a second opinion of the coins 
themselves before making a deci¬ 
sion. 

I recommend that you build 
yourself an Heraldic Eagle type 
set. All you need for this early set 
is five coins in Fine or better condi¬ 
tion. The prices given below are for 
the more common dates available 
on the market today. Try to build 
the set with coins of the same col¬ 
or and grade. Most dealers will 
want a premium for problem-free 
coins.
